I  Introduction 

The  use  of  reference  material  as  a  guide  and  information  source  for 
planning  is  becoming  a  more  difficult  and  uncertain  process  in  many  respects, 
as  the  existing  body  of  published  work  grows  in  volume  and  diversity. 
Nowhere  is  this  trend  more  evident  than  in  the  field  of  recreation,  a 
many-faceted  subject  which  has  consistently  received  a  high  level  of  atten- 
tion on  the  part  of  writers  and  analysts  of  many  professions,  and  organiza- 
tions and  agencies,  both  public  and  private.   A  profusion  of  books,  articles, 
reports,  studies,  documents,  manuals,  handbooks  and  pamphlets  have  been 
produced  encompassing  a  wide  range  of  topics  which  relate  in  some  way  to 
recreation  and  the  land,  facilities  and  institutions  devoted  to  it. 

Our  purpose  in  this  paper  is  to  develop  a  method  of  collecting  and  organiz- 
ing reference  materials  relating  to  recreation--one  which  will  allow  the 
materials  to  be  selected  and  applied  to  a  planning  situation  in  a  direct  and 
efficient  manner.   The  produce  is  a  source  guide  oriented  to  the  needs  of 
the  recreation  planner  at  each  of  several  stages  in  planning  procedure. 
Although  we  provide  a  sample  of  bibliographic  material,  it  should  be 
emphasized  that  the  guide  is  an  independent  unit.   Time  and  access  to 
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sources  did  not  permit  a  complete  survey  of  references,  but  the  guide  itself 
is  comprehensive  in  its  structuring  of  categories  and  identification  of 
types  and  uses  of  sources.  The  categories  we  introduce  arise  from  the 
conceptual  framework  employed,  not  from  characteristics  of  sources  which 
happen  to  be  available. 

We  offer  additionally  a  list  of  references  which  have  not  been  reviewed 
sufficiently  to  permit  incorporation  into  the  guide.  When  these  and  other 
materials  have  been  checked,  they  too  may  be  added  to  the  source  guide, 

II  Definition 

Before  describing  the  methodology  and  rationale  contained  in  the  guide 
it  is  necessary  to  further  delimit  the  scope  of  the  paper  by  adopting  a 
working  definition  of  "recreation",  or  more  precisely,  "recreation  subject 
matter".  We  are  primarily  concerned  with  source  materials  which  relate  to 
needs  and  provision  for  outdoor,  leisure-time  activities  on  public  lands 
or  in  connection  with  public  institutions.   Greater  emphasis  is  placed 
upon  recreation  on  an  urban  or  metropolitan  scale,  rather  than  a  regional  or 
national  scale.   Indoor  recreation  and  related  cultural  activities,  and  all 
forms  of  commercial  recreation  are  generally  excluded.   References  dealing 
with  open  space  for  recreational  purposes,  its  identification  and  procurement, 
are  important,  but  we  are  not  concerned  with  open  space  studies,  per  se,  or 
with  works  relating  to  environment  or  natural  resources. 

The  kinds  of  materials  which  do  fall  within  our  definition  are  varied. 
They  range  from  philosophical  writings  about  leisure  to  specific  case 
studies  of  park  development,  from  standards  for  establishing  and  administer- 
ing recreation  programs  to  analysis  of  the  economics  of  park  land 
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acquisition.  Usefulness  in  a  planning  context  was  the  ultimate  criterion 
for  selection.  This  initial  restriction  of  subject  matter  is  arbitrary, 
but  serves  to  define  a  "universe  of  discourse"  for  the  source  guide  and 
the  hypothetical  planning  process  to  which  it  relates.  Changes  in  scale 
or  emphasis  can  be  accommodated,  however,  with  minor  modifications  in  the 
structure  of  the  guide. 

Ill  Conceptual  Framework 

The  organization  of  reference  material  in  the  source  guide  is  governed  by 
the  rationale  that  sources  should  be  ordered  and  categorized  according  to 
the  sequence  that  corresponds  to  the  sequence  of  stages  in  a  planning 
process.  This  way,  the  planner  should  be  able  to  identify  those  sources 
which  are  most  useful  to  him  at  a  particular  stage  and  at  a  particular 
point  in  time.  First  it  is  necessary  to  define  a  "planning  process",  and 
then,  applying  it  to  a  recreation  planning  situation,  to  consider  the  role 
of  reference  material  in  each  stage. 

There  has  been  much  discussion  of  planning  theory  in  recent  years,  and 

while  some  of  the  latest  thinking  has  followed  divergent  paths,  a  wide 

area  of  agreement  has  been  reached  concerning  the  most  basic  steps  in  a 

planning  process.   Davidoff  and  Reiner  make  the  following  assertions: 

We  define  plannirg  as  a  process  for  determining  appropriate  future 
action  through  a  sequence  of  choices  ...  The  choices  which  constitute 
the  planning  process  are  made  at  three  levels:  first,  the  selection 
of  ends  and  criteria;  second,  the  identification  of  a  set  of  alter- 
natives consistent  with  these  general  prescriptions,  and  the  selection 
of  a  desired  alternative;  the  third;  guidance  of  action  toward 
determined  ends.  (Paul  Davidoff  and  Thomas  A.  Reiner.   "A  Choice  Theory 
of  Planning",  Journal  of  the  American  Institute  of  Planners,   May  1962, 
p,  103-4). 
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Similarly,  Meyerson  and  Banfield  suggest  that  planning  should  start  with  a 
statement  of  goals,  followed  by  a  list  of  alternative  courses  of  action, 
an  evaluation  of  alternatives  based  on  consequences  associated  with  each, 
a  choice  of  a  course  of  action  and  means  of  implementation,  and  finally, 
a  review  of  outcomes  providing  data  to  feed  back  into  a  new  cycle  of  the 
process.  (Martin  Meyerson  and  Edward  C.  Banfield.  Politics.  Planning  and  the 
Public  Interest.  1955. 

These  are  statements  of  a  rational,  deductive  method  that  should  apply  to 
any  problem  solving  situation  in  which  goal-directed  action  is  prescribed. 
Obviously  the  form  taken  by  any  of  the  steps  is  not  subject  to  fixed  rules 
and  will  vary  considerably  depending  on  the  problem.   In  some  cases  certain 
steps  will  appear  as  given  quantities.  The  objectives  may  be  predefined, 
or  only  one  alternative  may  be  available.  Two  or  more  steps  may  merge, 
or  one  step,  broken  down  into  several  sub-steps, may  define  the  total  area 
of  concern.  But  in  general,  we  can  accept  as  major  components  in  any 
planning  sequence  the  stages  of  goal  formulation,  alternative  identification, 
alternative  evaluation  and  choice,  implementation,  and  review. 

The  planner's  needs  for  information  at  each  stage  will  vary  according  to 
the  problem,  but  they  will  always  be  specific  needs.   It  is  necessary  to 
identify  several  classes  of  information  which  a  recreation  planner  might 
need,  to  consider  the  kinds  of  problems  he  is  likely  to  face,  and  to  derive 
categories  of  sources  from  these  classes.   If  several  types  of  information 
are  required,  and  there  is  a  preferred  order  for  providing  it,  the  categories 
can  be  treated  as  sequential  sub-steps  V7ithin  a  stage. 
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In  the  next  section  we  outline  the  specific  categories  chosen  for  the  source 
guide.  First,  some  general  comments  about  the  value  of  reference  material 
in  each  of  the  primary  stages  of  a  planning  process. 

The  formulation  of  goals  is  partly  a  political  process  and  partly  a  matter 
of  communication  with  clients  to  determine  their  values.  There  are 
limitations  to  direct  communication  with  the  large  and  sometimes  ill-defined 
public  that  recreation  facilities  are  intended  to  serve.  The  planner 
should  be  provided  with  references  that  help  him  to  identify  people's 
needs,  tell  him  what  to  look  for  and  what  questions  to  ask.  Many  background 
works  containing  broad  sociological  and  psychological  viewpoints  and  concepts 
can  help  to  orient  the  planner  to  needs,  and  also  help  him  to  better  define 
his  own  values.  On  a  more  operational  level,  other  references  offer  insight 
into  the  values  of  interest  groups.  Another  category  contains  references 
helpful  in  the  establishment  of  criteria  for  measurement  of  goal  achievement. 

The  planner  can  be  aided  in  identifying  alternative  policies  and  solutions 
by  appraisal  of  the  scope  of  possibilities  which  exist  in  any  situation. 
Examples  of  kinds  of  recreation  facilities,  services  and  programs  are 
most  useful  here. 

Evaluation  of  alternatives  requires  many  kinds  of  information  about  all 
the  critical  factors  which  impinge  upon  a  given  solution.  These  include 
both  the  constraints  of  the  existing  environment  and  impacts  which  a  solution 
may  have  upon  it.  This  knowledge  is  used  by  the  planner  to  formulate 
criteria  which  support  the  final  choice  of  one  alternative.

The  implementation  stage  is  facilitated  by  information  about  the  various 
legal  and  administrative  tools  available  for  securing  the  chosen  alternative, 

Finally,  the  planner  is  offered  analytical  tools  for  reviewing  outcomes. 

The  source  categories  which  correspond  to  these  classes  of  information  are 
not  defined  in  terms  of  the  original  use  or  format  of  the  material. 
Explicit  nature  of  content  and  applicability  to  a  stage  in  planning  pro- 
cedure are  the  important  considerations.
